peen averted |by the irmness of Dulce,

The plaus of the volunivera were discovered
early inthe day, sud the oflicers went among
the men and exborted them fto abstain from
violent acts and obey the aathorities, but the Lo
fluence of the otlicers was not strong caough,
and itis certain that the resolute conduct of
Dulce and of Generdl Espinas, of the regular

Japaanese Customs.

It was regarded by the Japanese anthorities
| a5 & remarkable concession to the commen
people that, during the recent proocession of the
| Mikado from the Bouthern capital to Yoko-
hama, they were mot only allowed to leave
their houses as he paseed by, but also, in case
of rain, to elevate their nmbrellas, Hitherto,
when such jonrneys were made, the doors of
the houses were sealed np, and woe to the
man who broke the seal and went oat while
the @#acred puageant was passing. The
Mikado's entry into Yokohams is thus de-
goribed by an eye-witness:—

All preparations were complated by the 2ith
of November, on the afternoon of which day
nearly all Yokohama, mative and foreign, went
to the place appointed to witness the spectn-
ole. It was quite a mixed throng. A malti-
tude of natives lined the Yokaido, while in
the principal station a crowd of forelgners—
Iinglish, American, French, and German, with
not a few Chiness—were assembled. Placards
weére up in conspionons places, requssting
foreigners not to cheer when thse Mikado
pasced. After waltiug some time we gota
was approaching, from
the fact that pative officlals came along and
required the Japanese, who lined the road,
in places eight or ten deep, all to take down
their hata from high places and kosel or aqnat
down. This they did with difficalty, &5 more
room {8 needed wlen people kpesl thauo
when they stand, At length they were all
down and quiet, the front rank, at least, with
their wooden sboes off. They must not Le
seen with their shoes or clogs on at such &
time. Boon the royal procession oame in
gight, headed by two men on horvsebaok,
one after the other, eaid to be Daimios.
Their snddles pond bridles were richly
gilded and ornamented, snd the riders
wore very long hats of the shape aeen in pic-
tures represeutiog euch soenas,  Their robes,
aleo, were very wids, and long and flowing,
made of red and parple and yollow silk, with
a profueion of gilt ornaments, Those that
followed on horsebavk, whether Daimols or
kuges, were all dressed in the same style,
indicating that their rank was the same
though their wealllh was different. Bome were
mere boys, with pnny boyish faces, not indi-
oative of much energy or force of character.
There were In all abont iwentyof thess
mounted wobility in the procession. After
the first two prioces, and at intervals, oame
companies of soldiers, headed Ly a band, with

l

native fifes and forelgn drums, playing native
and foreign musie. [ donbt moch whether
such music has been beard for some hundreda
of years past. The soldiers wore black coats
and pants, made somethivg after the fashion
of foreigners, while their hats and shoos wera
purely Japanese; the latter were made of
straw, and hence their tread was almoat
nolgeless,

Abount the centrs of the proceasion was the
olosed chalr of the Mikado, richly ornamented
and surmounted by & large gold peacook; but
the cortaina were down. It was borne very
slowly and solemnly by & number of men
wearing swords, and at their side again
walked men of ravk, richly dresped, The
high ohair bore the Mikado's coat of-arms,
and all eyes were atiained to plerce the cur-
talpe, Lut to no pur . His Majesty was
invlniblo, A he wnuls have been had we all,
after the wanver of the good old times, beew

corfined to our honsss, or he couflosd to his

Jnoe fn Kioto. While the box in which hoa
mju!y was supponed 10 by was parriel past,
foreigners obgerved & ooumimendable silenos,
the footsteps of the bearers wera [naadibla
and the patives were almost breathless with
awe, ipspired by the great ocomsion, Bat
when he was once past, people began to give
expreseion to their peveral opinions, some
deolariog it was a great sell, and others main
tainlog that this show of the royal chair and
it bearers nnd insighia was all that eoald
have beon reasonably expected, and that it
waf a greal step in advance of anything
yet witnessed in Japan, So, entertainiog ditfer-
ent views of the scene, and with different
impresrions and emotione, eowe on foot and
fome on horseback, the foreign population and
the native returned to Yokolama, jostling
the carriers of royal baggage not a little by
the way.
